one 3x8 feet and the other 3x4 feet— 
the former for a big barbecue, the 
latter for a little barbecue, and both 
together for a great big barbecue. 
The depth of each will be three and 
one-half feet. Both compartments 
will be walled with stone with an 
inner facing of firebrick. Heavy 
steel plates will be provided to cover 
the pits and to carry the lead of 
earth needed to confine the heat and 
steam—for this barbecue plant is to 
be nothing less than a gigantic fire- 
less cooker. The retaining wall on 
the grove side will be rebuilt to 
form a work and serving table; and 
on the other side will be a _ wall 
which will serve to hide the loose 
earth when not in use, and also to 
carry, in stone mosaic, the legend 
“Barbecue Pit.” When not in use 
the pit will be covered with a neat 
floor of two-inch plank—but no one 
need look under it for the padres’ 
gold. 
Come in Turns 

If there was any lingering doubt 
as to the popularity of Camp Cajon 
it has been dispelled by the .com- 
plaints made by visotrs of their in- 
ability to secure a table at which to 
eat, because other visitors monopo- 
lized them before and after they ac- 
tually used them. Following the in- 
structions of the board of supervi- 
sors, Director Bristol is formulating 
a set of rules for the Camp, but is 
making haste slowly in order to de- 
termine just what rules are neces- 
sary. There will probably be a camp 
decalogue, written on the perpendicu- 
lar stone cliff opposite the southern 
entrance. And. the first command- 
ment will be, “Thou shalt take all 
thy refuse to the trash box.”

And it is now ordained 
that it is to have a barbecue pit in 
the place where one woufd least ex- 
pect to find it, to-wit, in what had 
been reserved for a reception room 
—using the term in its outdoor 
sense. “a 

Just north of the flag column and 
back of the ornamental front wall is 
a little nook a few feet higher than 
the adjoining grove and separat.d 
from it by a retaining wall, the said 
nook being partially hidden from 
the highway by bushes.

The housing problem in many Amer- 
ican cities brings with it a church 
problem. 

The high percentage of rented 
homes—88 per cent of all residences 
in New York, for example, and 97 per 
cent in the borough of Manhattan— 
means many migrant families. And 
investigation of the Interchurch 
World Movement show that too often 
the family moving out of the territory 
of its church fails to transfer its mem- 
bership to another congregation in 
the new neighborhood. 

The church letter, like the family 
cat, is left behind. If the church had 
no more lives than a cat, say Inter- 
church workers, it would have been 
dead long ago, for just as the family 
“loses” its cat, so the church loses 
families. 

The family church is becoming a 
rarity in the cities. One minister in 
a pastorate of 13 years noted 3000 
changes in bis congregation. 

Through its city survey, designed to 
provide a program for closer coopera- 
tion between Protestant churches, the 
Interchurch Movement is seeking, 
among other things, to find means 
whereby migrant families shal) not be 
lost to their respective denominations. 

The present generation of the city, 
the survey reveals, is a generation of 
wanderers because of the growing 
number of rented homes and the rising 
rents. As a result, the family church 
is becoming an urban rarity. The fam-

RELIC .OF BOOM DAYS !8 BEING

Qne of the last relics of the boom 
days of the late eighties in Southern
